MARKETING CANADIAN WHEAT 


The fore part of the current week 
saw a lull in the active demand for 
Canadian wheat and the prices fell 
from the high attained the previous 


week when sales were at a rate of a' 
million bushels a day and the cash ' 


wheat reached the high point of 
1.47% per bushel, which was the best 
price registered at Winnipeg since 
April 1934, 

From August ist to October 9th 
Canada exported 55,523,213 bushels 
to all destinies, or 19 million bushels 
larger than for the same period the 
previous year. Tota] deliveries from 
August 1st to October 17th were 116 
million bushels, This leaves only 100 
million bushels from the 1986 crop 
still in the farmers’ hands, As 50 mil- 
lion bushels will be required for seed, 
feed and farm carryover, only about 
50 million bushels remain to be de- 
livered, 

Canada’s visible wheat supply on 
October 16th was around 161 million 
bushels as against 262 million hush- 
els on the same date in 1935, a drop 
of approximately 101 million bushels. 
Thus the statistical position of Cana- 
dian wheat is in a_ substantially 
healthy condition.

COLEMAN, Octob October 27—A let- 
ter has been sent to Premier 
Aberhart at Edmonton, in behalf 
of the Alberta Division, Cana- 
dian Weekly Newspapers’ Asso- 
ciation, further opposing the pre- 
mier’s attacks on the press of Al- 
berta and terming them “grossly 
inconsistent with the facts.” 

The letter is signed by H.G. Halli- 
well, president of the Alberta Divi- 
sion C.W.N.A., and reads as follows: 

“On October 10, a copy of a reso- 
lution was forwarded to you from the 
annual convention of the Alberta Di- 
vision of the Canadian Weekly News- 
papers’ Association. urging you to 
take action against newspapers which 
you accused of telling lies in connec- 
tion with your policies. 

So far no acknowledgement has 
been received of this resolution, but 
instead you continue your misrepre- 
sentations over the radio against all 
newspapers when the way is open to 
vou to effect a remedy, without in- 
flaming public opinion in an unjusti- 
| fiable manner against newspaper pub- 
lishers, who, on the whole, are as 
keenly interested in good government 
as all other citizens. 

“An opportunity presented itself 
for you to meet the publishers when 
;they recently met in Calgary, both 


by invitation fully a month ahead of 
their meeting, and again during the 
convention, when you were staying 
in the Palliser Hotel on October 9-10. 
That this opportunity was not taken 
fault of the publishers. 

“Your attacks on the press as a 
whole are grossly inconsistent with 
the facts, for the great majority of 
weekly newspapers have given a 
accurate news reports of the Social 
Credit activities, have maintained the 
dignity of the office of premier, and 
have extended the same courtesies 
to your party as to other political 
parties. They maintain they have the 
right to express their editorial opin- 
ions just as freely as your opinions 
are expressed over the radio, and the 
columns of all newspapers have been 
open to those who wish to write let- 
| ters to the press, both Social Credit- 
ers and those opposed to your theories

THE CHAMPION LOSER 


Among the many romantic aspects 
of the colossal growth of the Ford 
Motor Company nothing is stranger 
in all the history of finance, perhaps, 
than the large fortune made by James 
Couzens, and the huge loss suffered | 
by Alex Y. Maleomson, who was | 
Ford’s principal backer, Senator Cou- 
zens made 29 million dollars; poor 
Malcomson cheated himself out of 
close to 300 million, Instead of becom- 
ing one of the world’s richest men, 
he sold stock for a mere pittance. 

The Ford Motor Company was in- 
corporated on June 16th, 1903. Fifty- | 
one per cente of the stock issue of | 
£100,000 was split evenly between 
Henry Ford and Alexander Malcom- | 
son, Among the other stockholders 
were Couzens, at that time only a 
clerk in the coal business conducted 
by Maleomson, who subscribed $2,500 
and the Dodge brothers, John F. and 
Horace E. who contracted to build 
the Fords in their machine shop and 
who each got a $5,000 interest in the 
Ford Company, 

In .1906, Maleomson sold his $175,- | 
090 and probably thought he was do- | 
ing handsomely inasmuch as he had | 
increased his original investment six | 
times in three years, But wait—Cou- 
zens hung on until 1919 a year in 
which the company’s profit was close 
to 70 millien dollars, The Ford fami- 
ly bought Couzens stock of $2,500 
and paid 29 million 308 thousand do!- 
lars for it . He was the last minority 
stockholder, Had Maleomson not sold 
until then, he would have drawn out 
just ten times as much as Couzens 
lars.did, or approximately three hun- 
dred million dollars. 

Malcomson thus must go down in 
financial history as the toughest loser 
on the books; as the man who stood 
to gain the largest profits on record 
but didn’t have the patience or the 
wisdom to wait thirteen years longer

be, I calculate, on August Ist next 
only 400 million bushels in the world’s 
cupboard for a carryover, instead of 
the usual 600 million.

The agricultural depression which has contracted the farmers’ 
books in Western Canada almost to the vanishing point in the past five or six 


years may be attributed to two main causes

Over the entire depression period, however, many areas which have 
experienced drought have reaped some harvests, varying widely in degree, 
and had good prices for wheat prevailed, many farmers over large tracts 
would have reaped sufficient returns to carry them through without aid o1 
with comparatively little assistance. 

Unfortunately however, this was not the and the average 
paratively low price of farm products and particularly wheat, at times far 
below the cost of production, was as much a factor in creating conditions 
which have necessitated debt adjustment on a wide scale as was the lack

Dry periods undoubtedly will come again and little can be done to cir- 
cumvent their ill effects in loss of production and yields beyond perhaps a 


small measure of conservation, but the lesson of the six year period will 
have been lost unless some consideration is given to the necessity and wis- 
dom of devising some measures to obviate, or at least reduce, the hazards 
of a repetition of prices below the cost of production

British Croesus 


Government Still Checking Up On 
Estate Left By Sir John Ellerman 
For three years, a smail army of 

government clerks have been check- 


ing up the estate left by Sir John 
Ellerman, little-known “richest man 
in England's history’—-and they are 
still hard at it. 


His Majesty's government can well 
afford the clerks’ time. It expects to 
collect nearly £20,000,000 (about 
$100,000,000), or 50 per cent. of the 
huge fortune, which keeps on grow- 
ing. 

Sir John, ship-owner. industrialist 
and real estate magnate, died in 1933 


at the age of 71. His estate was 
then valued at £17,233,977 (about 
$86,119,855) “as far as can be as- 


certained.” But only recently it was 
resworn at £36,684,994 (about $183,- 
124,970), and even at that figure, ad- 
ditional property including large 
foreign interests was not included. 

Now investigators have discovered 
more and holdings. The final 
figure is expected to be about £50,- 
000,000, approximately £200,000,-
